Native Of Germany. 


Jacob Siegrist was born in Al- 


sace-Lorain, Germany, on Febru- 
ary 25, 1838. When 18 years old 
he came to America and joined 
his older brother, Michael Sieg- 
rist, who had come to this coun- 
try a few years before and settled 
iu Muskingum county, near Dres- 
den. 
On March 17, 3864 he was 


united in marriage with Miss Ado- 
line Strohacker, of the same vic- 
inity and in 1871 they moved to 
Wills Creek, Coshocton 
county, 


where until thirteen years atro he 
engaged in farming. 
In 1893 he 


retired from active 
work and 


came to Coshocton, where he had 
since resided on Chestnut sti^et.

town Steel and Tube Works in East Youngstown. 


Youngstown and Mahoning county officials declared the strike 


to be beyond their control and the state gitard was summoned. 


SHERIFF ASSAULTED, 


Sheriff Umstead, General Speakes and other members of the Na- 


tional Guard who went to the scene of the trouble, were attacked by 
the mob 
Ked pepper was thrown, in the Sheriff's eyes and he was 


badly beaten. 


The fire companies which attempted to check the flames in the 


East Youngstown business district were beaten off by the mob. 
Many shots were fired but the firemen reached Youngstown in safety. 


All of the 19 injured persons were taken to hospitals here. 
The police being helplessly outnumbered made no attempt to 


check the mob which ran thru the streets of East Youngstown threat- 


Most of the residents of East Youngstown are foreigners. 
The trouble started early in the evening when the day shift, 


among whom there were said to be some strike breakers, left work. 
A mob of 6,000 men and women were at the entrance of the mill and 
hooted as the workers left the plant. A number of the workers were 
stoned and beaten.

thatched cottage" for which he was 
supposedly pining, both
